of $300,000,000 as the total amount of 
ihe forthcoming tax reduction was de- 
termined upon Thursday by the house 
ways menus committee. 


This Is the figure set. by Secretary 


Mellon. It was agreed by the commit- 
tee after it. had gone over estimates of 
government expenses for the next fis- 
cal year with director Lord 
of 
the 


budget. 


Although some emembers 
favored 


a greater reduction. 
Director 
Lord 


warned that, there was little likelihood 
of a treasury surplus exceeding $300,- 
000,000 nt the end of the fiscal year. 
Chairman Green announcing the com- 
mittee's decision, said It was not ob- 
solutely binding-and indicated the lim- 
it might be exceeded slightly if nec- 
essary to accomplish the widespread 
tax revision desired by the committee.

We believe it would be the part of wise 


statesmanship for genuinely progressive 
Republicans to give consideration to this 
question of Canadian reciprocity.

reuth Was Life Dream of 
Great Composer 


Wasliiiigton, D. C.—Comparing with 


Oberammergau in interest, and cer- 
tainly in art, the Wagnerian theater 
at Bayreuth presents itself as a na- 
tional monument to Germany's great- 
est dramatist and composer, Richard 
Wagner. 


'There must," says Herman 
Bahr, 


"be some mysterious, secret power in 
Bayreuth which continuously attracts 
all art lovers. Even the few who doubt 
this power must eventually acknow- 
ledge that, again and again, 
when 


they have visited the spot', they have 
found themselves to be under an m- 
fluncc such a_s they can compare with 
nothing else in the world." 


This is an appropriate description 


of Bayreuth, to which pilgrims make 
their hejira to worship at the shrine 
of Wagnerian art. And well might it 
be said about it, for the shrine is-the 
crystallization of the work of the old 
master, something to which he dedi-

It has been estimated that the buffalo 
herds of this country at one time 
numbered from thirty to-' sixty million 
animals, and in view of the greater 
territory occupied by the pronghorn, 
it may be considered a conservative 
estimate to place its probable original 
numbers at not less than thirty to 
forty millions, and probably more. 


A factor favorably influencing the 


conservation of the pronghorn Is the 
attitude of such leading conservation 
organizations 
as the 
Boone

Crockett club, the Permanent Wild- 
Lire 'Protection fund, the American 
Bison society, and the California As- 
sociated Societies for the C'onserva- 
ticn, of Wild Life, all of which aro 
interested in the future of the ante- 
lope.

ties and waves on the surface of the 
streets. 
A motion 
by 
Alderman 


Charles Fuse to accept the pavement 
was defeated. 


A representative of the Walter H. 


Flood Co. of Chicago, which conduct- 
ed the inspections during the con- 
struction of the pavement, 
will be 


called to make a further examination 
of the, pavement on these streets with 
the council. A motion to this effect, 
which was introducer! by Alderman 
Mark Catlin, was adopted. 


Members of the 
common 
council 


made an inspection of the pavements 
Wednesday 
afternoon 
and were dis- 


satisfied with the work. 
They held 


that there were "too many deep 
ir- 


regularities in the pavements, espec- 
ially on N. T,awe-st from B. North-st 
to E. Wi«corisin-ave. 


The question of whether to accept 


th© pavement resulted in a long dis- 
cussion, although the majority of the 
councilrnen werei opposed to accepting 
It at this time. Mayor John Goodland 
Jr.. told the council he was not satis- 
fied with the work on these streets. 
He was supported in his views by Al- 
dermen Mark Catlin and Mike- Ste'n- 
hauer- 


"The White Construction Co. has 


not done good work in paving these 
streets, especially on 
the 
northern 


end of N. l.awe-st. and I am opposed 
to accepting the pavement in the con- 
dition it now is." said Ma5'or Good- 
land. "The streets are. full of waves 
and irregularities, 
which 
condition 


should be corrected before, the work 
ca,n conscientiously be accepted." 


Acceptance of the pavements was 


also opposed by Alderman Steinhauer 
'who said that acceptance should 
he 


postponed until the matter hnrl been 
taken up with the construction com- 
pany and the firm which 
conducted 


• the inspection 


Alderman Catlin pointed out 
the 


necessity of acting with haste 
He 


held that the inspectors were, at fault 
as it was in their power to halt tho 
work at any time, and said the r-oiin- 
cil should first take up the 
matter 


with the 
Walter H. Flood 
Co. He 


then moved to instruct the company 
to send their representative here to 
malte another examination -faith the 
council.
